Chief Justice Horace Wie from 1971 to 1972; and

WhereasMr. Eisenbey was appointed stajgublic defender by Governor Patrick Lucey and

Whereasijn 1978, he left Wéconsin to join the National Legal Aid and Defender Association in
Washington, D.C., and served as its executive director from 1979 to 1983; and

Whereas,in 1983, Mr Eisenbey became professand director of clinical education at the
Southernllinois University School of Law in Carbondale, Illinois, and served until 1991; and

Whereasin 1991, he became dean and professor of lamedtniversity of Arkansas at Little Rock
andserved until 1995; and

Whereaspver the years, hegued more than 300 appellate cases before state and fametal
including 2 cases before the U.S. Supreme Court; and

Whereasjn 1995, he was named dean of the Marquette University Law School and \iiest the
non—Catholido serve in that position, which he held until his untimely death; and

Whereashis philosophy was to always be availatd@thers, and to be ready to help, especially
thosewho were unable to help themselves; and

Whereasgduring his tenure at Marquette Universityr. Eisenbey was called on time and again
to help deal with a problem or challenge that extended far beyond the boundaries of the Marquette
University campus; and

Whereas, he was widely hailed for his integrity and ability to see all sides of an issue; and
